PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR'S  SECTION  OE  REPORT 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


Part  of  the  district  was  still  without  mains  supply,  as  the 
proposed  phase  2 of  the  district  water  scheme  (now  operated  by 
the  Herefordshire  Water  Board)  was  not  started  during  the  year. 

It  is  understood  however,  that  tenders  have  been  accepted  for 
this  work  and  that  a start  could  be  expected  during  1965* 

Serious  shortages  occurred  in  three  parishes  but  were 
dealt  with  by  the  Water  Board  as  they  arose. 

Ten  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Four  were  satisfactory  and  six  were  unsatisfactory. 
Advice  as  to  measures  required  to  improve  supplies  was  given  in 
these  cases. 


Public  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  district. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  two  schemes  of  modernisation  of  existing  works  of 
disposal  at  Eardisley  and  Pembridge , and  the  sewerage  and  necessary 
disposal  works  for  the  village  of  Lyonshall  were  finalised  during 
the  year.  Tenders  were  accepted  and  work  is  expected  to  start 
early  in  the  new  year.  These  improvements  are  long  overdue  and 
will,  it  is  hoped,  deal  with  the  serious  problem  of  sewerage  and 
disposal  in  the  three  largest  parishes  of  the  district. 
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REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  work  of  collection  and  disposal  continued  throughout 
the  year.  A twice  monthly  collection  by  private  contract  is 
undertaken  and  this  is  a service  much  appreciated  by  ratepayers 
generally. 

At  present  four  tips  are  in  operation  but  more  are  urgently 
needed.  Crude  tipping  is  employed  and  this  presents  its  own 
problems  of  unsightliness,  together  with  fly-breeding  and  rat 
infestation.  It  must  be  accepted  in  the  future  that  the  cost 
of  control  measures  necessary  as  the  result  of  this  method 
of  tipping  will  rise  steadily  pro-rata  with  the  increased 
quantities  of  refuse  collected. 

The  problem  of  abandoned  car  bodies  has  now  arrived  and 
will  increase  unless  strict  control  measures  are  enforced. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


Systematic  survey  and  treatment,  parish  by  parish,  has 
been  carried  out , and  rat  infestation  throughout  the  district 
has  been  kept  under  control.  In  addition  to  private  and 
business  property,  the  Council's  sewers  and  disposal  works, 
together  with  the  refuse  tips,  received  routine  attention.

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HOUSING 


The  four  bungalows  for  elderly  persons  at  Whitney-on-V/ye 
were  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year.  Proposals  for 
similar  buildings  at  Eardisley  and  Pembridge  were  approved 
by  the  Council  and  negotiations  started  for  acquisition  of 
sites  and  preparation  of  plans. 

Three  houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise 
and  three  others  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Six  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  towards  the 
cost  of  improvements  to  private  dwellings  were  received  during 
the  year,  five  were  approved  and  one  refused.  Thirteen 
applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  also  received  and  approved 
the  total  grants  approved  amounting  to  £3,302.  The  general 
trend  of  improvements  to  private  property  in  the  district  was 
therefore  well  maintained. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


The  two  private  slaughterhouses  continued  in  use  during 
the  year.  At  Eardisley  a general  increase  in  slaughtering 
occurred,  necessitating  daily  visits  to  this  establishment. 
One  hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  carcases  was  maintained.
